HISTORY & INVESTIGATION: 


Reporting Detectives were assigned this case by Sgi. NGWAKOWSKI U 1394 of this command. 

Reporting was assigned to investigate a Police shooting involving P.O. SANCHEZ # 11256. Reporting learned the offender, 
Raason SHAW, had been shot by P.O. SANCHEZ and expired from his injuries on scene. Reporting re-located to the scene in 
furtherance of this investigation. 

: Upon arrival at the scone reporting observed multiple; Police units present from various surrounding districts {Dist. 002. 007, 008). 

I Following the incident a crowd gathered with several acts of violence against the Police where additional Police had to be 
j summoned for crcv.'d control and enforcement. The crime scene was cordoned off with yellow and red crime scene tape which was 
| being protected by unformed 003rd district personnel. 

i. The area of incident consists of multiple single family residences and multiple apartment buildings which line both sides of the 
| street. Cross streets include 63rd street to the south and Rhodes Ave. Vehicle traffic travels both east and west on 63rd street and 
| vehicle traffic travels one way south on Rhodes Ave. 

While at the scene reporting was directed by 003rd district personnel to the rear yard of 6224 S. Rhodes, Reporting observed a 
white sheet covering the remains of the offender Raason SHAW. Upon viewing trie body reporting observed SHAW lying face up 
: on the 

I ground with his head facing to the west and feet to the east 

p SHAW was wearing a red jacket, blue hoody, black shin and a multi colored “T" shirt, blue jeans, beige belt, blue plaid underwear, 
black gym shoes and a black winter stocking cap lay next to his body. SHAW’s upper clothing was open and he was bare chested 
\I as reporting learned CFD paramedics attempted to administer medical ailention 

jj Reporting then spoke with the involved officer SANCHEZ at Hie scene who related the following in essence and not verbatim. 

| SANCHEZ simultaneously spoke and directed reporting thru the incipient.

| P.O. SANCHEZ: 

; SANCHEZ related fie arid his partner P.O. PEREZ were on routine patrol In the area of 62nd and Eberhart. SANCHEZ stated they 
i were working in civilian dress arid driving an unmarked Police vehicle. SANCHEZ stated he was driving and traveling southbound 
| on Eberhart from 62<id street and observed the offender Raason SHAW make a hand to hand transaction with an unknown 

I subject SANCHEZ stated tie and PEREZ continued southbound down Eberhart toward SHAW. 

SANCHEZ stated he stopped at approximately 6215 S. Eberhart and he and PEREZ exited their vehicle. They attempted to 
| approach the offender SHAW on foot at which time SHAW ran southbound down Eberhart then into a residence located at 6237 S. 
| Eberhart. SANCHEZ and PEREZ gave chase but SHAV\' had already locked trie door behind him. 

ill SANCHEZ stated his partner PEREZ observed SHAW exit the rear of 6237 S. Eberhart and run eastbound toward Rhodes. 

II SANCHEZ and PEREZ re-entered their vehicle and drove south to the cross alley and then cast toward Rhodes. 

1 SANCHEZ stated as they approached Rhodes they observed SHAW walking toward them southbound, SANCHEZ stated SHAW' 
looked in their direction and began to run back north on Rhodes. SANCHEZ exiled his vehicle and a foot chase ensued. Radio 
transmission was broadcast with a description of SHAW and direction of flight. SANCHEZ stated SHAW ran westbound through an 
empty lot as SANCHEZ continued behind him. SANCHEZ stated that SHAW was holding his right side, leading SANCHEZ to 
I believe that SHAW was armed with a handgun, SANCHEZ stated SHAW then jumped the rear fence of the residence at 6224 S. 

| Rhodes. 

i SANCHEZ stated he went to the rear fence Shat SHAW jumped and didn't see SHAW in the yard. SANCHEZ stated he then ran 
back to the front of the residence and saw SHAW in the front gangway of the residence of 6224 Rhodes. SANCHEZ stated SHAW 
| had a black handgun in his hand. SANCHEZ announced his office anti ordered SHAW to drop the weapon to the ground. SHAW 
disregarded SANCHEZ 1 verbal commands and turned around and jumped over a wrought iron gate leading to the gangway of 6224 
S. Rhodes. Once over the gate, SHAW turned and pointed his handgun at SANCHEZ. SANCHEZ, fearing for his life, fired his 
weapon multiple times at SHAW. SHAW continued running westbound through the gangway as SANCHEZ yelled at SHAW to 
"GET DOWN”. SHAW then fell to the ground near the back yard 

i SANCHEZ immediately notified OEMC that he had discharged his weapon and requested an ambulance. SANCHEZ stated he 
I went to where SHAW was laying in efforts to render aid to SHAW. Once the scene was secured. SANCHEZ observed a black 
: handgun on the ground in the gangway immediately to the west of She wrought iron gate that SANCHEZ saw SHAW jump over. 

Reporting spoke with P.O PEREZ on scene. PEREZ related the following in essence and not verbatim. PEREZ also

PEREZ stated he observed the same hand to hand transaction between SHAW and an unknown male black. PEREZ added that 
during the foot chase where SANCHEZ attempted to apprehend SHAW tie jumped in the drivers seat of their vehicle and drove 
north through the west alley of Rhodes PEREZ slated ho exited the vehicle in the alley at approximately 6220 S. Rhodes, As 
PEREZ exited the vehicle, he heard several gunshots. 

PEREZ staled he ran to where tie thought the shols wore fired and saw his partner SANCHEZ coming to the rear yard of 6224 S 
Rhodes. PEREZ stated he then observed SHAW lying face down in the yard of 6224 S Rhodes 

The Mobile Crime Lob was summoned to the scene and F.l. SZWED was assigned. He was given the details of the investigation 
by reporting and directed by reporting to the area of where evidence existed. SZWED processed the crime scene including 
| videotaping and photographing the area as well as collecting all items of evidentiary value. 

i Deputy Chief of Patrol ANDREWS arrived on scene and was apprised of the (acts of the investigation by reporting. ANDREWS 
walked through the incident with P.O. SANCHEZ.
